packets. The damp “ sour'* smelling 
washrag 
still 
exists, 
however, in 
many private bath rooms. Im perfect-1 
ly washed out after use, frequently | 
not wrung out at all. it is often hung 
over a rack or a radiator near an 
open window, th ere to collect dust 
and dirt. Frequently the same wash­ 
rag la used by the entire family, thus 
affording an easy means of 
tra n s­ 
f e r e n c e of mouth 
secretions 
from 
person to person. 
In 
many house­ 
holds each Individual has his 
own 
wash cloth and his individual towel,! 
hut these hang so close to one a n ­ 
other that there is ready interchange 
of bacteria. 
Each individual should 
have his own wash cloth. Ii should 
he thoroughly washed out with clean J 
hot water after use. It should he then 
wrung as nearly dry as possible, and 
lf possible hung in the anti to dry.
